ROBERT LANSING, | 
ONCE WILSON AD, 
DIES AT CAPITAL 


Heart Attack Brings End 
to Jurist Who Served as 
Secretary of State Un- 
der Wilson. 


Washington, October 30.—(?)— 
Robert Lansing, secretary of state 
under Woodrow Wilson during the en- 
tire period of America’s participation 
in the world war, died at his home 
here today, the victim of a heart at- 
tack. , 

The former secretary, who resigned 
from the cabinet after a rebuke from 
Mr. Wilson, had been ill for about 
four weeks. He died at 47:20 o'clock 
this afternoon, at his home on Hight- 
eenth street. Mrs. Lansing and two 
sisters, Misses Kate and Emma, were 
at the bedside. 

It was not’ generally known that 
Mr. Lansing, who had retired mark- 
edly from the public eye in recent 
months, was in a critical condition, 
although he had been semi-conscious 
for three days. Dr: Sterling Ruffin, 
his physician, said that death was due 
to myocarditis and that Mr, Lansing 


had become acutely ill about four 
weeks ago, after his return from his 
summer home at Henderson Harbor, 


former secretary had suffered from the 
ailment for several years but that it 
had net .become alarming until the 
attack which brought about his death.

No arrangements had been made 
early tonight for Mr. Lansing’s fu- 
neral, 

Mr. Lansing’s death marked the 
passing of the third of the trio who 
figured so prominently in America’s 
international policies prior to and dur- 
ing the war, President Wilson and 
William J. Bryan, the predecessor of. 
Mr. Lansing as head of the state de- 
partment, having preceded him, 
Like’ Mr. Lansing, Mr. Bryan also 
had retired from the Wilson cabinet 
because of differences with his chief, | 
Mr. Bryan objected to the Wilson 
foreign policies, while Mr. Lansing 
ostensibly incurred the president’s dis- 
favor because he called cabinet meet- 
ings while the war president was ill. 
Those familiar with the activities 
of the government in the trying pe- 
riod of the war, however, declared 
the breach between Lansing and Wil- 
son even antedated the entry of the 
United States into the conflict and 
almost reached the breaking point in 
1917, when the secretary of state is- 
sued a statement saying America was 
daily being drawn nearer and nearer 
to the conflict. There were other dif- 
ferences over details of the Paris 
peace treaty, including the league of 
of nations covenant, but the break at 
that time wes averted. 

Calls Cabinet Meeting. 


Toward the end of his administra- 
tion, Mr. Lansing dealt with his chief 
entirely in writing, and the action of 
the secretary of state in calling a 
cabinet meeting without orders from 
the president proved to be the break- 
ing point. ; 
At the time this cabinet meeting 
was called, the air was filled with 
alarming rumors as to Mr. Wilson’s 
condition and there was even talk of 
what congress might do to turn over 
the executive duties to Vice Presidetit 
Marshall. There was gossip of ac- 
tion by senators to determine whether 
the nation actually had a president 
capable of performing his constitu- 
tional duties. These rumors, all of 
which were quickly disposed of, nev- 
ertheless were widely credited when 
Secretary . Lansing called — the cele- 
brated meeting of the cabinet.

The steamships were in mid-At- 
lantic, the first about 730 miles from 
Cape Race, N. F., and the last about 
equidistant between that point and 
Fastnet, Ireland.

HARSH SUSPECTED 
IN NEW SLAYING 


Milwaukee Police Seek- 
ing to Connect Him 
With Murder of Gro- 
ceryman in September. 


Milwaukee, October 30.—(4)—With 
the confession of George Harsh, At- 
lanta, Ga; “thrill” slayer, that he was 
in Milwaukee this summer until be- 
tweeen September 25 and August 1, 
Milwaukee police are trying to con- 
nect him with the fatal shooting of 
Emil Mussweiler, 74-year-old grocer, 
in an attempted holdup the night of 
September 25. 

Mussweiler was shot in the abdo- 
men by a young unmasked gunman 
when he offered resistance to the rob- 
ber’s demand for the day’s receipts 
of his small store, as he was about 
to close for the night. 

Producing a pistol as he entered, 
the slayer said, “up with them dad. 
How much have you got there.” Muss- 
weiler, however, brushed the pistol 
aside. The youth . without further 
words, shot the aged grocer and fled 
without making any effort to get the 
receipts, about $75. Mussweiler died 
two days later. 

Information which authorities have 
obtained indicates. that young Harsh 
had the use of his mother’s car dur- 
ing the summer, and that he and a 
negro chauffer went out frequently 
in it. Police have started a search 
for the chauffer as the first step to- 
ward establishing possible connection. 
It was believed that Mussweiler’s 
slayer fled in « car and that he had 
a companion. 

FINGERPRINTS ASKED 
BY MILWAUKEE POLICE. 

Milwaukee police authorities, who 
suspect George R. Harsh, Oglethorpe 
student who has confessed to the 
slaying of Willard Smith and §S. H. 
Meeks in local hold-ups, of the murder 
of a Milwaukee groceryman, have ask- 
ed local police for a picture of Harsh 
and the student’s fingerprints, to be 
used in the Milwaukee investigation.

Why Well Folk Need Iodin. 

I have been much interested in 
the use of iodin as a food. I can- 
not understand, however, why a 
healthy person should use it. 
(R. MacW.) 

Answer.—For the same reason a 
healthy person should use, say, cheese. 
Because a bit of iodin is essential! for 
the normal development of the body 
and for normal metabolism. In other 
words the element iodin is required as 
much as is the element iron or the 
element ecalcium. lIodin is naturally 
present in some foods and in some 
drinking water. But in some regions 
there seems to be a deficiency of iodin 
in the soil and consequently in food 
on the soil—vegetables, meat, 
One way in which such 
iodin defiency manifests itself is 
'in the development of simple goiter in| 
‘childhood. In some cities in the Great 
country, for instance, nearly 
one-third of all grade and high school 
children show some degree of simple 
goiter. When and where a suitable 
iodin ration is provided for all the 
children, the prevalence of goiter is 
reduced to a minimum. But in my 
judgment an adequate iodin ration is 
quite as necessary for adults, especial- 
ly for middle-aged folk, though most 
adults are past the goiter age and 
hence an iodin shortage manifests it- 
self in them in other ways than the 
development of goiter. I cannot go 
into the matter further here, than to 
say that in my judgment, it is a 
good health habit for every adult, un- 
less specifically advised by his phy- 
sician to the contrary, to take intern- 
ally a drop of ordinary tincture of 
iodin once a week or so, in drinking 
water. People living near the sea or 
including a liberal quantity of sea 
food in the daily dietary may not re- 
quire an artifical supply of iodin, but 
at that, it is not likely to hurt them. 
People living far from the sea and 
having little fresh sea food in the daily 


occasionally. You may spell iodin as 
you choose: I prefer the Jazy way. 
And you may take it out of the same 
vial you keep in the emergency cup- 
board for the first aid disinfection of 
minor wounds.

If all men sinned in Adam and 
if. only those who have faith in 
Christ ean be saved, does it not 
follow that all who lived before 
Christ came are lost? 

Is there not something radically 
wrong with any doctrinal system 
which finds no room for the salvation 
of the author of the twenty-third 
Psalm, the fifty-third chapter of 
Isaiah and the Book of Jonah? Does 
not such a system condemn itself by 
its assertion that salvation is denied 
these saints and seers because some- 
body else sinned and they must be 
punished for this ancestor’s offense? 

I often wonder if those who accept 
such theological ideas as these reflect 
that God is changeless in His char- 
acter and that what He was as Jesus 
revealed Him He had been from all 
eternity. 

Surely the true interpretation of 
this revelation is that holy love and 
perfect justice form the basis of the 
Father's relations to all His children.

The department owned no planes 
and had to borrow some from the 
army and navy to do its exploiting 
work. That work meant to investi- 
gate, discover and map the best: avail- 
able air routes for the mail and com- 
mercial services; to find eligible inter- 
mediate emergency landing fields: to 
secure the cooperation of towns and 
cities in providing airports and at- 
tendant facilities; to mark ‘and ye 
the airways that might be adopted; 
establish weather reports for ut 
and means of securing those reports 
for them by phone and wireless serv- 
rs hy with many other important de- 
ails. 

Colonel William P. McCracken, Jr., 
was chosen by Secretary Hoover to be 
“assistant secretary of commerce for 
aeronautics.”

United States Rubber ‘and other 
large so-called independent tire manu- 
facturers have cut prices from 2 1-2 to 
5 per cent on first grade tires and froin

The off season is at hand. Moreover 
mail order houses are making trouble 
for the United States Rubber and oth- 
er so-called independent tire manufac- 
turers. Until recently the so-called in- 
dependents every once in so often 
slashed prices to punish the small 
manufacturer who had been cutting 
prices. Today the trouble maker in 
the tire industry is the large mail 
order house manufacturing its own 
tires and guaranteeing from 20,000 to 
25,000 miles in addition to cutting 
prices. Montgomery Ward with its 
chain retail stores makes its own tires 
and is today the largest distributor of 
tires in the country. It is understood 
that the price cut just announced is 
aimed at the mail order chain store 
houses. 

Electrie Stock Mystery. 

Manhattan Electric Supply has been 
more or less a mystery stock ever since 
the price shot up last year from 43 
to 132 and then took a nose dive. This 
years high is 66 3-8 and the lew 
28 1-2, the last named being touched 
on rumors that the annual dividend 
of $5 a share would be passed. This 
dividend was passed in September and 
the reason for such action is found 
in the earnings of the company for 
the September quarter and the nine 
months publisned today. Net after
